WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—In the event 


of war between Russia and Japau th*

is not generally kuowu that just before 
the declaration'of the armistice which 
preceded the signature uf the treaty of 
peace au iiwue had grown up between 
the United States and Japau that threat- 
ened to lead to actual hostilities be- 
twtt-u the two countries, aud that 
hostile clash was perhaps only averted 
by the conclusion of the Chinese war. 


This issue arose through thu assertion 


by the Japanese authorities of the right 
of search of American vessels. They 
insisted that they had the right to boon! 
an American, vessel if they chose, to 
take from her any Chinese or any 
enemy they might find, even though 
they were bnt passengers. 


Minister Dan yery promptly denied 


the existence of any such right ou tbe 
part of the combatant, and hot corre 
spondence ensued. 


Tbe Japanese insisted on their right 


and even when Mr. Dun reminded then 
that the United States bad gone to war 
with Great Britain on just this issue 
and had forced the abandonment of any 
claim to such a right, they refused to 
abate their pretensions one jot, tbougl 
tbe minister intimated that the first as 
sertion of such a right would be re- 
garded bv the United States as au nu 
friendly act, and therefore likely to lead 
to war.

Thousands of tons uf coal are shipptnl 


from UM-ports of Pi-rtli ami South Aiu- 
boy, at thu uiouth of the Karitiui river, 
every mouth. It i* loaded iu vesst-ls for 
all points aloiiK the Alluutic seaboard 
and muuy European putts. The coal 
docks of the Leliigh Valley railroad at 
Perth Amboy are among the largest iu 
the world. The doeks of the Peuusyl- 
vauia railroad at South Amboy are 
nearly m lar^e iu shipping capacity. 


lu connection with the haiidhug of 


euch immense quantities of ctial ouo of 
the illicit troublesome problems for the 
railroad companies is fe> keep th«ir roll- 
iug stock iu constant uuitiuii. It is con- 
sidered a loss of revenue for a car to re- 
rnuiu several days ut a given point, uud 
everything is done to facilitate tlie tapid 
inoveiueut of the ears, both loaded uud 
empty. For a uniuber of years loaded 
cars were kfpt standing in the storage 
yards of the Peuusylvauia railroad at 
South Aiab.»y for w*-eks at a time. At 
times the company was embarrassed for 
want of cars to traiissin.>rt the coal froui 
the miues. The difficulty was finally 
solved about three years aga Iu place 
of the loufj string of loaded cars may 
now be seen immense piles of coal. 


When a train arrives from the miuos, 


the various kinds of coal arc sorted out 
and the curs drilled to the proper side 
track for unloading. In close proximity 
to each side truck stands a large derrick 
vf ith a movable boom extending diagon- 
ally iuto the air uliout so feet. To this 
boom is attached a large traveling helt, 
ou which are fastened large buckets. The 
belt is operated by a small steam engine 
iu chargu of the man who manipulates 
the elevator. As the coal drops from the 
outlet iu the car it falls into the buckets 
ou the elevator belt aud is carried to the 
end of tile swinging boom, where it is 
dropped iu the center of the pile and dis 
tributed by gravity. The coal remains iu 
tiuwe piles until it is required for ship 
meut: then ic is loaded lucarsuud trails 
furred to the docks.

foiitain from 10,000 to 12,000 tons each 
aud are worth from $40.000 to $50,000 
according to the market value of the 
DoaL It is frequently the case thut there 
are 13 of these piles of coal iu the etor 
age yard, representing a value of froii.

For several weeks past consider- 


able trouble has existed at Cairo be- 
tween the C., H. & D. and tbe coun- 
cil of tbat town, who passed an or- 
dinance limiting the speed through 
the corporate limits to eight miles 
per hour. 


Superintendent H us ted requested 


the council to amend the ordinance so 
as to read fifteen miles an hour instead 
of eight, but tbey refused and per- 
sisted in rigidly enforcing the ordin- 
ance even in tbe face of threats to 
abandon West Cairo as a station. In 
consequence of their legislation the 
following bulletin has been pub- 
lished: 
"The agency at Cairo, Ohio, will 


be discontinued after midnight, Sat- 
urday, August 10th. 
1895, until 


further notice, and no train will stop 
at that station to receive or discharge 
passengers or freight, except what 
may be en route at the time this no- 
tice takes effect, without an order 
from me. 


"Your attention is again directed 


to the village ordinance, requiring all 
trains to reduce speed to eight (8) 
miles per hour while passing through 
corporation limits. 


"You must comply with this ordi- 


nance.

HEAVY TIMBERS

Willis Shockey, a teamster of south

Harris, who is single and about 21 
years of age, was riding ou tbe train, 
fell off as it was passing Canal street 
on Clay street and rolled under the 
wheels. The train passed over his 
body diagonally 
from 
the 
right 


shoulder to the left hip. cutting him 
completely in two, and crushing his 
vital organs and head in a most 
shocking manner. Death was in 
stantaneous, as when he fell he made 
no outcry and when found about 12 
o'clock by Semour Straud, colored, 
his body was cold. No one was with 
him and no one saw him meet his 
terrible fate.
